A statem ent from Manchuli said 
the Chinese routed the Russians. 
A Chinese official statem ent, while 
insisting th a t China 
w anted 
peace, 
nevertheless reiterated that the C hin­ 
ese were instructed to repel invasion.

H arbin 
claimed th at the Russians had been 
forced to retrea t from 
all 
Chinese 
towns they had attacked. 
The Chinese had mobilized 
60,000 
men for border service. 
Kao Lou, the Chinese m inister 
at 
Paris, told the United Press today th a t 
the Chinese had lost 200 men in bor 
der fighting since Aug. 16. 
H e a n ­ 
nounced he intended to present C hina’s 
case to the Kellogg treaty signatories 
and to the League of Nations.

Manchuli, M anchuria, Aug. 20.—(U.E) 
— Chinese troops routed an extensive 
force of Soviet invaders near the M an­ 
churian town of Dalainor, n ear M an­ 
chuli, after a three-hour engagem ent 
which ended at m idnight, according 
to an official com m unique today. 
The fighting ended when a 
heavy 
rain began to fall. 
The com m unique 
stated that the Chinese reinforcem ents 
which had been rushed from H ad a r 
had “behaved brilliantly.’’ 
Interm ittent firing in the vicinity of 
Dalainor had been heard here since 
early Sunday evening, indicating an 
extensive clash between the opposing 
border troops. 
E arlier 
dispatches 
said 
th a t 
the 
Russians had occupied an im portant 
strategic position near Dalainor, but 
there was nothing in the com m unique 
today to indicate th a t the Red troops 
were still occupying the M anchurian 
territory.

Hoofe said, the passenger grabbed the 
steering wheel, gave It a quick tu rn 
and ordered the driver to “get out of 
here.” 
Upon th eir retu rn downtown, H oofe 
continued, the passenger got out of 
the cab and later when the driver 
had gone hom e two other men pull ?d 
up beside his car and ordered him to 
drive out of the city lim its. 
They 
were m et th ere Hoofe said by two 
m ore men, including the strangely a c t­ 
ing passenger, who drove up in the 
C alifornia car. 
“You know too m uch,” one of the 
men said to Hoofe, the driver inform ­ 
ed police, and they beat him. 
Hoofe later drove to the G eneral 
hospital 
and it was found he w as 
m arked as though by blows. 
Indications th a t the Aune fam ily 
had begun a private investigation in 
to the m urder of D orothy were seen 
when Sylvia Aune, 20, requested police 
for a piece of the blood-stained burlap 
bound w ith tw ine and wire about the 
child’s body. 
It was believed the fam ily intended 
to question the young friends of D or­ 
othy who would be tim id in the pres 
ence of police. 
D orothy disappeared from her hom e 
late Tuesday. 
H er body was found 
the following m orning near the H ia­ 
w atha avenue tracks. 
Police w orked 
on two general theories in the hunt 
for the slayer. 
One was th a t the m urderer w as a 
"new H ickm an.” perhaps a youth who 
was obsessed w ith the desire to em u­ 
late the crim e for which E dw ard W il­ 
liam H ickm an paid w ith his life on 
the gallows, the m urder of a Los A n­ 
geles school girl.

To communities bending their energies to acquiring new in­ 
dustries the Department of Manufacture of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of the United States has suggested that effort can be di­ 
rected, with equal profit, to promoting the activities of the old. 
How this may be done effectively is the purpose of a survey now 
in progress. 
“After a Chamber of Commerce in an industrial section has 
expended its efforts in inducing factories to move into it, it is 
confronted with the problem of what should be done for those al­ 
ready in,” says Manager McCullough of the Department of Manu­ 
facture. 
“For, after all, the growth of these established factories gen­ 
erally contributes more real prosperity to the community than all 
the rest combined. 
“This problem has become, acute, and it is generally found 
that the first step is the building up of better relations than have 
heretofore existed between the chamber and tin* local manufac­ 
turer. 
The latter being somewhat of an individualist has not 
bothered the chamber with his troubles, especially those relating 
to production and distribution. 
Yet in every such community 
there is a wealth of experience and wisdom scattered among a 
group of manufacturers which if combined and used to their col­ 
lective advantage would be most valuable. 
“Here is the real problem for the chamber— how to get these 
manufacturers to know one another better and how to capitalize 
that acquaintance in the study aud solving of their common prob­ 
lems, for regardless of lines of industry differing, the fundamen­ 
tal or underlying problems are much the same.

Sheep Tick Infestation 
Cause of Loss of Lambs 
Sheep ticks. Mulophagus ovinus. are, 
strictly speaking, not ticks, hut highly 
modified flies that have taken up a 
ticklike existence. 
The female retains 
the larvae in the abdomen until ready 
to pupate, when eight or ten are layed. 
These immediately attach themselves 
to hair and pupate. 
Tile pupal stage 
lasts from three to six weeks. 
While 
licht infestation with sheep ticks pro­ 
duces no visible symptoms, heavy in­ 
festations cause loss of flesh and los­ 
ing of wool. Since infestation of young 
Lambs occurs by ticks th at have left 
recently sheared wool, lambs should he 
kept a considerable distance from tile 
stored 
wool. 
In 
severe 
infestation, 
dipping may tie rccessary. 


Sod Pasture for Pigs 
in Rainy Season Best 
During the rainy season it would he 
w-‘ll to have a sod pasture for the 
pigs, 
iTore they may roam around on 
nice days getting tile exercise and sun­ 
shine so vital to their growth. They 
will consume only small amounts of 
given forage, but this is very helpful 
in balancing their ration and in sup­ 
plying the necessary vitamines.

"W ith the advent of modern insulat- 
i ing m aterials the walls and ceilings of 
the home can be m ade tight.

of the sun in sum m er, affording cool 
interiors during hot w eather.”

in England 


VISITS CONTINENT 


Returns From Trip W ith U. S. Attor­ 
neys to London; Sees 
Historical Spots 


Justice is meted out w ithout delay 
in English courts, City Attorney D. H. 
Fullerton on his return lo Brainerd 
yesterday said as he gave a few of 
his impressions on trial w ork as prac­ 
ticed in the courts of E ngland where 
he recently visited with a delegation 
of 
180 
attorneys 
from 
the 
United 
States. 
He heard lectures in various courts 
of E ngland by prominent m em bers of 
the E nglish bench and bar and wit­ 
nessed trial procedure. 
“I was impressed with the dispatch 
with which civil and crim inal eases 
are conducted in the English courts, ’ 
said Mr. Fulletron, “one of the reasons 
for th a t speed as I see it is the institu­ 
tion of a ‘m aster’ who dot em m ies whe­ 
ther or not a civil action shall be 
brought and instructs the attorenys on 
each side the issues they m ay raise in 
their pleas. 
If he is not impressed 
with the contention of the plaintiff he 
does not perm it the plaintiff to sue. 
If he is not impressed with the con­ 
tention of the defendant he permits 
no defense and allows the ju d g m en t,’ 
said Mr. Fullerton. 
“Any aggrieve.! 
party m ay appeal from the decision >f 
the ‘m aster’ but is likely to meet whit 
the sam e opinion in the court to which 
he appeals. 
This, no doubt, eliminates 
a very large percentage of civil c ases 
for only meritorious cases are p er­ 
mitted to be tried. 
In other cases th** 
‘m aster’ recommends settlem ents and 
is 
perm itted 
to 
m ake adjustm ents. 
The lffaster’s position is much like 
th a t of a judge here in chambers. An­ 
other reason for the dispatch in tho 
handling of cases is the fact that theie 
seems to be a sufficient num ber of 
courts to hear m atters promptly, tho 
average c ase being disposed of in a 
period of 20 to' 30 days after the filing 
of the first proceeding."
